2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1,4-6, 9-11, 13, 15-17, 20-22, 24, 25 and 28-30 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bezek '135 in view of either Yasufumi JP 
'647, cited by applicants or Sears, Jr. et al '593. 

Bezek teaches a plastic molded container with a finish for receiving a cap and a 
generally cylindrical main body portion with a plurality of generally horizontal wave 
shaped ribs as at 22 to provide hoop strength. To have optionally added a plurality of 
vertical rib crossing the plurality of wave shaped ribs to proved top load or axial strength 
would have been obvious in view of the provision of vertical ridges by Yasufumi or as 
alternately taught by Sears, Jr et al. the particular range of the amplitude of the save 
shaped ribs is considered to be an obvious matter of design as reflected by the art of 
record. 

4. Claims 2, 3, 8, 18, 19, 23, 26, 27 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over the references as applied to claims 1,17 and 25 above, and 
further in view of Cheng et an 17, of record. 

To have formed the container of PET and shaped the vertical ribs such that it is 
inwardly oriented in the manner taught by Cheng et al would have been obvious. Cheng 
et al is considered to suggest the wavelength claimed. 

5. Applicant's arguments, see page 8 of the amendment, filed 9/1 1/07, with respect 
to the objection to the drawings and 112 rejections have been fully considered and are 
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persuasive. The objection to the drawings and 112 rejection of the claims has been 
withdrawn. 



6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6,8-11,13 and 15-31 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Claims 7, 12 and 14 
have been canceled.
